ICE  CBEM'!  PRODUCTIOtl 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  Ur.ited  States  this  ] ovemUer  was  2 percent  more  than 
the  previous  record -high  output  of  last  November^  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  announced. 
Manufacture^,  of  ^9^075^000  gallons_,  was  10  percent  larger  than  -the  1957-61  average 
for  the  m.onth.  Production  declined  l8  percent  from  October  to  November  this  year. 
Output  decreased  l4  percent  between  these  months  in  I962  and  also  on  the  average  dur- 
ing the  preceding  5 -year  period.  Temperatures  during  November  were  warmer  than 
normal  in  the  entire-  coimtry^  e;:cept  two  small  areas.  Average  or  below-normal 
temperatures  were  limited  to  the  coastal^  central  and  northern  parts  of  California^ 
and  northern  Florida  and  adjacent  southern  portions  of  Alabama  and  Georgia. 


Compared  with  November  1962^  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
varied.  Output  decreased  1 percent  in  the  best  North  Central  Region  and  3 percent 
in  both  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Ifountain.  Production  was  off  4 percent  in  the 
Pacific  States.  Increases  in  all  North  Atlantic  States  resulted  in  an  o-percent 
regional  gain.  Output  was  up  2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  3 PT^nre 
cent  in  the  South  Central.  In  the  three  leading  sto.tes^  production  was  7 percent /in 
IIc'./'  York  and  5 percent  greater  in  Pennsylvania,,  but  it  was  6 percent  less  in 
California. 

Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  Novcmbei';,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  5 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  12  percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  In  the 
U^cst,,  pi’oduction  was  7 percent  larger  in  the  pacific  States  and  11  percent  greater 
in  the  Mountain,  Other  regional  gains  were  6 percent  in  the  South  Atlan.tic^  9 pei*- 
cent  in  the  Nest  North  Central  and  11  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic.  Increases  from 
the  average  in  the  leading  states  were  I3  percent  in  New  York  and  5 Percent  in  both 
Pennsylvania  and  California,  Decreases  were  sho'^rsi  only  in  New  Jersey;,  Iowa,,  Kansas,, 
Nest  Virginia^  Florida;,  Alabama  and  Louisiana.

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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  in  November;  estimated  at  10, 965; 030 
gallons;  was  the  highest  production  on  record  for  the  month;  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
reports.  This  vas  13  percent  larger  t.Iian  in  hovember;  I962  and  42  percent  greater 
than  the  195T-'6l  average  for  the  month.  The  January-November  total  production  this 
year  was  4 percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  vas  44  percent 
larger  than  the  1957-61  average.  Production  decreased  30  percent  from  October  to  Nov- 
ember; compared  with  29  percent  between  these  months  last  year;  and  28  percent  on  the 
average  in  the  1957-61  period. 

Compared  with  November  1962;  x^^’O^uction  was  larger  in  all  regions  except  the

U.S.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  fro oeri  desserts  made'  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkfat  totaled  2^, 9I5, OOO.^G-Hons  in  November  - the  highest  production  on 
record  for  the  month.  This  was  1 percent  more  than  in  November  I962  and  22  percent 
larger  than  the  I957-6I  average.  Output  in  the  first  11  months  this  year  was  1 per- 
cent below  that  of  a year  earlier,  but  21  percent  above  the  5-year  average. 

Mellorine  production  declined  3^i-  percent  from  October  to  November,  compared  with 
31  percent  between  these  months  in  I962  and  24  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I957-6I 
period.  Compared  with  November  I961,  output  was  up  in  Illinois,  South  Carolina, 
Arkansas,  Texas,  Arizona  and  Nevada,  riiile  it  was  steady  or  lox/er  in  all  other  pro- 
ducing states.

VJater  ice  production  in  the  United  States  during  November  was  estimated  at 
865,000  gallons  --  16  percent  more  than  in  November  I962  and  18  percent  larger  than 
the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Output  declined  42  percent  betvreen  October  and 
November,  compared  with  40  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  4l  percent  on  the 
average  in  the  preceding  5 -Rear  period. 

Compared  with  November  I962,  proc'uction  was  relatively  steady  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  and  the  West.  Sharp  increases  occurred  in  all  other  regions.
